House in Bristol 



THE GIRL IS BADLY BURNED 



Residence or Well Known Bristol Farmer 
Complelely Destroyed by Fire— In- 
mates Have Narrow Escape 



Heroic rescues and hair breadth escapes 
■were the features of a fire which destroyed 
tlio home of Solatium Upson, one of the 
best known farmers in the town of Bris- 
tol, Into Saturday night and Miss Ella 
Upson, ilnufflilcr of Mr." Upson, la now 
suffering from had hums received in the 
fire and Mrs. G. L. Coltiog, of Red Cloud, 
Iowa, who was taken from the burninp; 
building unconscious, is just recovering 
from the shock of the fire. The Bra was 
one of the most sensational thnt ever took 
place in the town, and Mr, Upson and son 
Erank were the leading characters in a 
heroic rescue in connection with the fire. 

The fire which is supposed to have been 
caused by a defective Hue, broke. out in the 
north wing of the second story of the house 
nnd Miss Upson, who was nsleep in the 
room in thnt part of the house, discovered 
the I! attics. &he rushed from the room in 
her night clothing and in an effort lo 
rench the stairway she was forced to rush 
through the (lames. She wbb badly burn- 
ed about the bands but managed to (ret 
out of the building unassisted. 

When the fire was well under way it 
■was discovered that Mrs, C. h. Cotling 
was dill in her room on the south side of 
the second lloor of the build ing and Mr. 
Upson und Ins *on dashed through the 
burning hallway to the rescue of Mrs. 
Cotling. , . 

The hidy had attempted to reach the 
window but on leaving her bed »bo hnd 
been overcome by the Brooke and hud fallen 
to the floor unconscious. The two men 
fighttitir the emoko stumbled over her pros- 
trate form as they entered the room nnd 
with rare presence of mind they wrapped 
her in a blanket'and carried her to the roof 
of a porch which surrounded .the < house. 
Up.-oii was ull but overcome by the mtinke 
and Unities when his son broke llin window 
in the room in which Mrs. 'Cotling had 
been sleeping and the son was forced to 
bear the double burden lo the roof of the 
house. The father was rapidly revived in 
Ihe uir und aided his son in lowering Mrs 
Cotling to the ground below, Mrs, Cot- 
ting remained unconscious for nearly an 
hour and physicians were hurriedly sum- 
moned to care for her, Sunday she was 
slightly improved and'now she is mml to 
be out of danger, While the two men 
were engaged in the heroic rescue of Mrs. 
Cutting the llames gained great headway 
but a large company of neighbors hurried 
to the house, and fought the flames. A 
portion of the furniture was carried out of 
the burning building but it was seen that 
it was impossible to save the bouse and the 
fire fighters gave their attention to the sur- 
rounding buildings, The large barn 
caught tire several times but they were 
saved from destruction. The loss from the 
fire will be to the neighborhood of i'2000. 
The bouse was one of the oldest but at the 
lame time one of the beat built farm houses 
- in the county and it was otioof the historic 
old houses of the county, . 

It was insured with the Bristol Mutual 
Company and the directors of tho company 
met Monday and adjusted the loss. The 
house will be replaced by a splendid new 
residence at once. „

Lee is the young man from Zion City 
who was arrested in Chicago lost week on 
the charge of having stolen a \euit case 
from the Fair. His arrest fallowed his 
discovery in a bouse of alleged question- 
able repute, with a Zion City young wom- 
an. Miss Ida Lee, wbo, on Saturday, be- 
came his wife. 

The Chicago case was presented to Judge 
Newcomer, and the outcome of it was lhat 
he decided to marry the couple and drop 
the other action, the young man having 
promised lo behave tn the future. 

He had just married them and the mat- 
ter was thus apparently nil adjusted when 
Proiecuting Attorney Roe of Chicago, said 
he would like to present another witness in 
another case in which Lee had been inter- 
ested. The judge agreed to hear the wit- 
ness and Fred Man, of Zion City, was put 
on the stand. 

He went on to tell the court of the Irani- 
action last summer wherein Lee was hand- 
ed the pocket books, change, etc.. of the 
player* of the Zion and Iv-noaha baseball 
teams and afterwards when the purses 
were .returned one containing something 
like }G0 was utU&ing.

Arranged around the wall 
may bo long, narrow tables draped 
with choose cloth lu blue and yellow, 
bearing old silver, brass candlesticks, 
snuffers, decanters, slippers, em- 
broidery, fans and jewelry, with sam- 
plers, warming pans, old mirrors and 
family portraits above. Each article 
should , bo labeled with tho * owner's 
name, tho dato of tho manufacture, or 
uso of the article, nod any historical 
event. 'In connection with' It. 

It Is a good plan to have everything 
brought to the parlors early la the 
day and returned at the close of the 
sociable to prevent possible toss. It 
Is one of the interesting things about 
tho sociable to see the quality of 
relics oven the smallest town has bid- 
den away. 

For entertainment some ono may 
sing soroo of the revolutionary ballads, 
or tell a curious event In family his- 
tory, or read from old records. Or 
there may be recitations of Buch things 
as "Paul Ravero'a Hide" of "Doro- 
thy Q." or some description of life 
lu colonial days.

Water Should Be Taken Only After 
Eating, Says ah Authority. 

Most physicians today will tell you 
never to take any liquid, 'and least ot 
all water, during meals. -There are, 
however, two sides to the question. 

Those with a tendency to gout or 
other diseases arising from excess ot 
uric acid should avoid liquids until 
two hours, at least after-eating. 

For those without such a tendency 
there Is no harm In drinking a moder- 
ate amount at the end of the meal. 

There Is, therefore, sound reason 
back of the custom of keeping the cof- 
fee for tho last course. Even when this 
prandial drinking is permissible, one 
should avoid excess. A little cold 
water in tho mouth Is often Just as re- 
freshing as If gallons of the liquid bad 
been consumed. 

' The great American fault — or one of 
them — Is the consumption of enormous 
quantities ot Ico water, which Is really 
a deadly beverage and not (It for civil- 
ized man to drink — t emphasize "civil- 
ized,", for no savage would do anything 
so stupid ub to chill and paralyze the 
muscles of his stomach In tho belief 
that he Is cooling his skJu. 
-.Tho rules, then, are: A little water 
If you are healthy and your stomach 
Is normal, not too cold, and taken at 
the end of the meal. And thus will 
you avoid the countless Ills to which 
most drinkers during meals aro heir.

Had 
there been some basts for the stories 
of the delinquent automobile operators 
It would have been ho occasion for 
anrprlse, for the amount of correspond- 
enco now bnndlcd In the office la very 
heavy, and but for'the system In force 
coutd noon accumulate to the point 
of congestion, ' The rule of the office, 
however, is to clear up the mnll every 
flay. No letter tlint can be Intelligent- 
ly answered on tho day It la received 
Ib carried over. 

Department Work Tnoretue*. 

The office of secretary of state has 
always been an Important department 
In the state government, but the office 
hns been growing In recent years and 
the duties have been multiplying until 
It him quite outgrown Ita original lim- 
its, Every lerfslnture adds Home new 
work or responsibility nndtlio new 
duty Is accepted, as n. compliment to 
the efficiency of the -deportment No 
commission for the inauguration of a 
new state enterprise feels that jt Is 
properly organ Ued until the secretary 
of state has been drafted Into Its eerv- 
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fee In some capacity. 

•In addition to latlfmlljig to the du- 
ties originally nt (tidied to the oiUce, 
the aecretnry of stale serves ort,ihn 
followlnc hoard*: tttnte canvassing 
■honrd, commission of stato contract*, 
eominlsslon of the department of jus- 
tice, trustee* of Lincoln honiestrml, 
trusters of Lincoln monument, trustees 
of nnturnl history museum. 

He has served on numerous boards 
and commlsslonscrented for" temporary 
worlt, sneh as the erection of buildings, 
the compilation of stntutcs, collection 
of statistics and tho like. He Is ex-of- 
flelo the state tlhrarlnn and one of 
hl« Important duties Is to keep (ha 
state library -up-to-date and to carry 
out the purpose for which It was ere- 
"a ted. The. present secretary, 1 Mr. nose, 
has adopted the policy of making tha 
Institution ^complete reference library, 
vslnnble from. a practical as well as 
■ literary standpoint. 

-The secretary of state Issues 'all or- 
dert and cheeks all bills for the print- 
ing and binding of books, circulars 
and pamphltts'of alt kinds for the state 
departments and state boards and for 
the general assembly. He also pur 
chases all I be paper and stntlonery for 
the departments and has charge of the 
printing nnd distribution of lows, the 
publication of the official records of the 
afsemhly and the distribution of the 
supreme court reports. 

Has Charge of Stale House, 

An custodian of the cnpltol nnd the 
grounds surrounding the secretnry of 
state operates a big heating and light- 
ing plant cares for the elevator serv- 
ice In the hnlldlng and polices the 
great structure. As a member of the 
board of contracts be asslsta In mak- 
ing purchases'of all sorts and because 
of his Intimate acquaintance with thn 
needs of the departments Is expected 
to exercise more than ordinary Judg- 
ment In passing on propositions Involv- 
ing the expenditure of state funds. 

Much of the work of the secretary of 
slate la the result of growth, rather 
than of statutes. The office offers un- 
limited possibilities for an efficient of- 
clal, nud Secretary Hone has been very 
active In the way of finding things to 
do. An Instance Is the voluntary su- 
pervision which he. has undertaken In 
the case of Investment concerns oper- 
ating In the state, by which n good 
many millions have been snved to poor 
people. 

Watches "Investment" Com panic*. 

TJnrtor the law the sceretury Is to 
charter nil corporations except hanks. 
Insurance companies nnd building nnd 
lonn associations. He also license* 
foreign corporations to do business In 
the state. Wheti thqiw-rnlletl "Invest- 
ment" concerns Applied to him for cor- 
poration papers n few years ago there 
was no warrant in law for refusing 
them, but the secretary, believing their 
phi us Impossible and fraud ul en t, de- 
clined to net. Then thpywenl to other 
states, organized nnd enme Into Illinois 
under tbe foreign corporal Ions' act 
whereupon the secretary of state be- 



gnn bomfmrdlng them through the 
newspapers. 

The campaign aroused tho post'officc 
department which Issued frmifl ordiTi 
ngn|nst' tho Icfldiug concern ■ nnd 
cheeked' the evil, although Jt lias nol 
been able to wipe out the business al- 
together. Frequently* the office of the 
secretary can he of substantial benefit 
to the public while nctlng outside its 
strict legal limitations, «»'' tllG KC " 
retiry Is now expected to stand be- 
tween the public nnd fraudulent cor- 
porations. This Is a gigantic task, hut 
by frequent examination and constant 
Inquiry the hooks are kept pretty free. 
lieoetves 2o,o0o Iteporta * Yes*. 

The corporation* chartered through 
the secretary of suite's, office Incltirt* 
all mercantile nnd manufacturing con- 
cerns, steam and . electric roads and 
telephones. To then*, notices are sent 
under the anti-trust law twice each 
year, and reports' are required to be 
returned. More than 20,000 of these re- 
ports are received annually, and for 
each of them a record must be made, 
The Information upon which proceed' 
lugs are brought to, annul the char- 
ters of delinquent and Illegal corpora- 
atlous Is furnlsbed from the office of 
the secretary at state to tbe attorney 
general, ' 

In passing upon the numerous ques- 
tions thnt arise In the licensing of cor- 
porations a lot of legal snares are en- 
countered and these make more or less 
trouble for the department The sec- 
retary must, therefore, , kuow some- 
thing about the law governing his de 
pnrtment' nnd have a pretty good no- 
tion of genera] legal principles ns 
well, for be cannot rush to the attor- 
ney general for an off-hand opinion 
every time his Judgment Is lu the 
balance. 

The present secretnry was. a succei's- 
ful prnctlclng lawyer before ho was 
fleeted secretnry of state, and the de- 
partment hns experienced little diffi- 
culty on this account In recent years. 
Several cases hnve been carried to fho 
supreme court and In all Instances ,tbe 
department has been sustained, Some 
Of the lltlgntlon hnd to do with the en- 
forcement of the complicated and con- 
stantly disputed election laws. 
Department Paya Own Wsy. 

The department of the secretary ot 
state Is one of the few governmental, 
depart menfs which pays ' for itself. 
There hns been an Immense lucrc&sc In 
the business nnd- Income of the office 
under the present administration. In 
1SW1 the records showed thnt the re- 
ceipts of fees for the previous four 
years In office amounted to $350,720.10. 
Several changes wero mnde In the 
lnws during the enrly part of Secre- 
tary Hose's flrat four yenrs In office, 
nnd nt the end of bis. Initial term he 
showed totnl fees of $1,003,085.50, nn L 
Increase ot (74 1.005.01. 

With the Increase In the business the 
receipts hnve continued to Increase nnd 
the a mount reported for'the four yenrs 
ending Inst September was $1,51(1,- 
aOO.HJ, The fees for the six months 



end hig March ST, 3007. amounted w 
Iffllf&llfcio; and is Indicative of the 
big Incrense which Is coming under 
recent enactment* and rulings. 

The figures are more significant 
when It Is known that under the pres- 
ent administration the office hns 
grown to the point where It sustains 
Itself, pays the salary of the secretnry 
and every innn In his employ, meets 
all the printing nnd stntlonery bills of 
the departments nnd state hoards, nud 
to date has earned a surplus of orer 
11,800,000. 

Has System *t to Doak keeping. 
• To handle the business rep reset) ted 
by the largo, sums now passing through 
the office of secretary of ' state re- 
quires an . elaborate, comprehensive 
nnd methodical system of bookkeep- 
ing. The department not only turns 
money Into the state treasury for dis- 
tribution, but It alio distributes large 
sums for the various bedlca of which 
tbe secretary Is a member. Bach ac- 
count must be kept aeparate and must 
show In minute detail the- origin and 
disposition of the money It represents. 

There Is a complete system of checks 
In the sccountlng department, nnd the 
records are so accurately kept that it 
Is possible to 'trace every dollar re- 
ceived and expended. The best indica- 
tion of tbe completeness and accuracy 
of tbe system In force Is the fact that 
In yenrs there has been no loss nnd 
i*o scandal has attached to tbe depart- 
ment 

Tbe business methods which have 
obtained nnd hare been followed with 
the growth of the office arc responsi- 
ble far Its success. Tbe Index depart 
ment alone has saved thousands of del- 
tare In time and work. Here Is to be 
found the record of every public doc- 
ument in the custody of the secretary, 
nnd there Is little to learn about the 
affairs of tbe state department which 
cannot he obtained through If. 

Tho completion of this department 
explains the ability of the office to 
take care of the great mass of corre- 
spondence which comes to the secre- 
tary every dny. It Is estimated that no 
less thnn 700 letters are mailed from 
the office ench working day and n large 
proportion of- them nre answers to In- 
quiries for Information which would 
not he Immediately available but for 
the excellent system of Indexing. 
Alslla Millions ot Documents. 

One of the Important' divisions of 
the office of secretnry of state Is the 
document department. In the blen- 
nlmn ending Sept*. 30, lOOfl. the depart- 
ment received tl.BOO.870 copies of doc- 
uments, and distributed 0,000,239 
copies. Ot the Inttcr number 240,040 
copies were sent to citizens of Illinois, 
rtpr,747 copies to members of tbe gen- 
eral assembly, state offices, boards nnd 
Institutions. It received nnd distributed 
S.121 supreme court reports. These 
documents were distributed by ex- 
press, mall nnil freight, there being 
10,4411 express packages, 40,tiU0 •jnrcels 
by mall nnd 54,002 pounds In frtlght 
shipments,

Swarm of Animals of Unusual Size, 

Mads Void by Fear of Wattr, 

Attack Men on Shrimp 

Drying Platform. 



San Francisco. — For 45 minutes a 
gang of more than 60 frightened 
Chinese fishermen and an army of 
Australian rats, home fed to unusual 
■ Ite, fought on the shrimp drying plat- 
form at Point San Pedro, on the Ma- 
rin county shore, the other afternoon, 
and It was not until Cons table George 
Agnew and Game Warden George E. 
Ortmsn, of San Rafael arrived on 
the scene of carnage with armed 
deputies that the rata were routed 
and the battle ended. 

About .four o'clock Constable 
Agnew, In Ban Rafael, was told In bad- 
ly broken and frantic English about a 
fight that was going on at Point San 
Pedro, five miles away. His Chinese in- 
formant Implored assistance, at onct 
and hung up bis telephone. Constable 
Agnew, thinking that the riot was over 
fish, Informed Deputy Game Warden 
Ortmsn, and hastily gathering soma 
deputy constables proceeded with all 
ipeed to the camp. 

What they saw when they swept 
Into view of tbe huge platform looked 
like a bod dream. While %ot realizing 
its really natural causes, the men 
jumped into the fight and drove the 
swarm of rats, from the drylagjilanks, 
which made on ideal arena for a fight 
Over 200 rata were killed and four 
Chinamen, Ah Tong, Quong HIng, Ah 
Leo and Sung Suey, wero bitten se- 
verely. They had laid about them 
valiantly with clubs and bludgeoni 
grabbed hastily from tho platform and' 
near-by huts and still the force of huge 
rodents, continuously re-enforced from 
beneath the platform, where they had 
'been lmprlsloned for nearly 24 hours 
and made ferocious from fear of the 
encroaching tide waters, swarmed onto 
the wide floor and squealed and fought 
and hit as cornered rata are popularly 
supposed to* do. So successfully did 
they fight that more than the tout 
Chinese battlers felt the sinking ot 
their teeth in 1 their flesh, though 
none was Injured seriously. 

After the dead rats had been re 
moved and first aid bad been render 
ed the wounded and scared Celestials 



nn explanation, from n score or iho 
fishermen, 'patched up by gesticulation 
nnd pantomime, made plain tho story 
of the struggle and, robbed It of Its- 
delirium tremens suggest! veriest). ■' 

The principal camp at Point San 
Pedro has Installed a platform ISO feet 
wide and fully 600 feet long, on 
which are laid the shrimps to dry. The 
platform Is laid over the sweep ol 
shore extending from the hill to tho- 
water's edge, Underneath' the plat 
form rats have made their home. They 
are of tbe At 'ration breed, and are 
enormous for rats, ,., 

They thrived a'o well on the fish and 
shrimps laid out en the platform that 
their numbers'. Were augmented from 
Sausallto on the south- to San Quentln 
on the north, and they grew fat and 
fearless. They jeopardized the liveli- 
hood of the Chinese, who droVe stakes 
from platform to the ground, beneath, 
hoping to corner them off. Ah Tong 
and Quong HIng, two ol tbe boldest 
of the fl she rfnVn were placed on guard 
to club any rodents that might ap- 
pear,

Other Chi- 
nese, attracted by tbe cries of the two 
guards, who yelled when they felt tho 
sharp fangs of tbe rats penetrate their 
thin trousers and draw blood from 
their legs, arrived, but so did more 
rata. 

The fight might have been going on 
yet if the squadron from the San Ra- 
fael had not arrived and added gun- 
powder and bullets to the fray, seeing 
which, frightened by the 'noise, di- 
minished In numbers, and undoubtedly 
beaten, the rats scurried hither and 
ihlther to cover.

The navy depnrt men t bus just installed 
the wireless telephone on several of the 
battleships of tho North Atlttntie squadron. 
This is an interesting step in advance and 
leads all the nations of the world. The 
telephones with the installation it has been 
possible to put on tbo bnttlo»hips are ef- 
fective up to a range of five or eight miles. 
But this is eclipsed by some experiments 
tbat were carried out in Chesapeake Buy 
last week where small boats were sent off 
from the warships and by raising the aerial 
wire on an oar were able to talk two or 
three miles with perfect ease, It is inter- 
esting to remember in this connection that 
there was a fake story written about the 
wireless telephone as far back as 1898. It 
was just before the war with Spain, when 
the Marconi wireless telegraph was com- 
ing into proninence, that a correspondent 
in Washington wrote for bis pHper in u 
spirit of jest, a perfectly serious account of 
how the navy was experimenting with and 
bad all but adopted a system of telephoning 
without wires. The story was a joke 
almost on the face of it and very few peo- 
ple were taken in by it. Dut it shows that 
there is very little in the scientific and me- 
chanical line that it is safe to jest about. 



To limit the representation of great cities 
in state legislatures Is a new question 'in 
Illinois. But it is really not a new ques- 
tion. The state of New York long ago 
limited the representation in the legisla- 
ture of New York City. It wae right, nnd 
it wns done long ngo. The state of Penn- 
sylvania limits the representation of the 
city of Philadelphia in the Pennsylvania 
legislature. The state of Marvlnnd limit* 
the representation ot the city of Baltimore 
in the Maryland legislature. The state of 
Missouri limits the representation of the 
city of St. Louis in the Missouri legisla- 
ture. Illinois mu»t limit the representa- 
tion of Chicago in the Illinois legislature, 
or the people of the entire state of Illinois 
must be satisfied to be boused and con- 
trolled by the political ward benlersof that 
wicked city. Speaker Shurtleff, since the 
defeat of the new charter in Ihe city of 
GhicagP, 1 is stronger than ever in hU de- 
mand that the representation of Chicago 
in the Illinois legislature shall be limited. 
He *nys: 'i mu«t reiterate that the most 
important issue today before the people of 
Jbe stiite is the limitation, in the legisla- 
ture bf the power of the great center of 
population how gathered in Cook county. 
It is nn issue which in the state of New 
York. Pennsylvania, Maryland and Mis- 
souri Inn ucen met and settled for all time 
by restricting the representation of the 
larger cities. It is not a sectional issue, 
but is one which makes for the best inter- 
ests of every community in this gtate.

Party Got Three Brulm Out of the 

Five In That DUirlct— Executive 

Tells of Hunt and Life 

In Carnp. 

Sinmboul, La. — r "\Vo not threo 
bears, six deer, ono wild turkey, 
12 squirrels, one duck, ono ponsum 
and ooo wildcat. We ato thum all 
except the wildcat and there wero 
times whoa we almost felt an If wo 
could cat It." 

This was President Roosevelt' a sum- 
ming up of the results of Lis hunt oa 
Unyou Tensas and Bear lake. Ho ar- 
rived at three o'clock Sunday after- 
noon at the residence of Leo Shields, 
where he will bo a guost until lie 
makes his departure for Vlclcsburg 
Monday. He came In on a full gallop 
and accompanied as ho was by about 
a dozen of bis hunting companions, all 
mounted and attired In hunting garb, 
•the cavalcade presented a tableau «b 
picturesque as It was anlmntcd. 

•■Yes, we got three bears." the pres- 
ident added, "all that wo saw, aad I 
think It's a pretty good record. 1 am 
perfectly satisfied." 

"You might add," Interjected one 
of the Mctcnlt brothers, who has been 
the president's principal guide 
throughout the hunt, "that wo hunted 
a country of vast extent and In which 
there were but Ave bears all told and 
that of those, aB you see, we got 
three." 
Possum and Bear's Liver Ware Good. 

Assenting to this nnipll flea tlon ol 
lils statement, the president entered 
upon an enthusiastic account of bis 
hunt, of his life In camp and the meats 
which he bad been supplied, while 
there. 

■'Was the possum goad?" ho wus 
asked; 

"Absolutely the best dish we had, 
except the bear's liver," lie responded 
with relish. 

The president when ho said this 
stood on the lawn In front of Air. 
Shield's house. Around him were 
gathered Mr. Shields and a number of 
guests whom he had Invited to dine 
with tho president. 

In tho -'Istnnco wore gathered the 
negro hunters, Holt Collier, Alex En- 
nolds and Brutus Jackson, and numer- 
ous cooks, teamsters and messengers, 
while the horses stood In the yard and 
the dogs lay around licking their lac- 
erated bodies. Tho president was 'the 
central figure of the group and he 
never appeared in happier frame of 
mind than oa this occasion. He' de* 
clared that his health bad been per- 
fect, his appetite equally good and, 
with the exception of a day or two lost 
on account of rain, he had been In 
the saddle every day from daylight to 
dark. 

Tho third bear, killed oa Friday, 
was slain by one of the Osborn broth- 
ers when It waa In a fierce fight with 
the dogs. The one bear that was ob- 
tained by tho president was killed on 
Thursday and the killing was wit- 
nessed by one of the McKcuzlea mid 
Alex Ennolds. The animal had been 
phased by the dogs for three hours, 
the president following all the time. 
TVhen at last they came within hear- 
ing distance, the president dismounted 
from his horse, dashed off his coat 
and tore Into tho cancbrnke, coming 
to within 20 paces of the beast. 

The dogs were coming up rapidly

State Did Not Prove the Corpui De-

t>ecatur, 11).— Acting under Instruc- 
tions from Judge Cochran, the Jury 
Friday night returned a verdict no 
quitting Frederick Maglll-iuid his wife, 
Fuye Graham Mflgllt, of the charge jor 
murdering Mrs. Pet Maglll, tho first 
wife of .Maglll. In his Instructions 
the Judge said tho state had failed to 
prove the corpus delicti. 

The verdict wjib greeted with cheers 
despite tin- efforts of the court to 
maintain order. Tlio crowd In the 
courtroom hurried forward and of- 
fered congratulations to the Ma gills. 
Tho Jury afterwards filed by and each 
shook hands with the defendants. 

On May SO last, Mrs. Pet Maglll 
was found dead In her home at Clin- 
ton. III., and n postmortem examina- 
tion held six weeks after bor death 
showed that she had been surfocatod 
by chloroform. On July 5 In Denver 
Frederick Mnglll, her' biiBband, aud 
Miss Fnye Qrnhnm, a young woman 
who had been a cIobo friend of tho 
family, wore married. Four days 
later in San Diego, Cal„ Maglll and 
his second wife were arrested on ft 
charge or murdering the first Mrs. 
Maglll. They were. brought back to 
Clinton and secured a change of venuo 
to this city. In tho trial tho state 
claimed that MagUl and Miss Gra- 
ham by their conduct had driven Mrs. 
Maglll to suicide and were therefore 
guilty of murder. 



WIN THE LAHM CUP. 



Chandler and McCoy Travel 500 Miles 
In Balloon. 

St. Louts.— Swinging through tho at- 
mosphere at n speed roughly esti- 
mated at 22 miles an hour, tho United 
States signal corps balloon No. 10, 
In which Aeronauts J. C. McCoy and 
Capt. Charles UeF. Chandler, of tho 
United States signal carps, nscondad 
here Thursday evening, passed over 
Illinois and Indiana Thursday night, 
and across Ohio, Friday, and at night- 
fall was apparently about to land in 
the vicinity of Point Pleasant, W. Va., 
when last heard from. 

The distance covered, on a straight 
line measurements, Is approximately 
50(1 miles, and the voyage won for tho 
aeronauts the Lahni cup. 

The Lahni cup was Instituted by tho 
Aero Club of America, Boon after tho 
international races at Paris in 1306, at 
which Lieut, Frank P. 'Lahni won tho 
James Gordon Bennett cup for tho 
Aero Club of America, So joyful were 
the members of the club at the vic- 
tory that the cup was named for tho 
pilot of the balloon United States, and 
It waa put up by tho club to be won by 
the aeronaut who traveled more than 
402 miles, the distance traveled by the 
United States In the Paris races, pro- 
vided tho start was made from Amort- 
can soil. 

When the ascension was made hero 
Thursday evening It wns the intention 
of the aeronauts to remain in the air 
all night ns a test nf tho gas to bo 
used by the balloons' in the Interna- 
tional aeronautic contests which bBgin 
here next week. However, consider- 
ing the likelihood that they might bo 
carried a lung distance, they wont 
amply prepared for a long flight. 

Provisions In tin cans. sclMientlng 
by a llmo-slnrking device, were stored 
In the basket, and a number of differ- 
ent. Instruments for testing purposes 
were carried.

Custody — Associate of Finns. 



St Petersburg.— William English 
Walling, of Indianapolis, Ind., hlB wife 
and his sister-in-law, Miss Rose Strun- 
sky, wero arrested In this city Sunday 
night by a force of gendarmes because 
of their association with sovcral mem- 
bers of tho Finnish progression party. 
A representative of tho Amoricau em- 
bassy appeared at the police headquar- 
ters in their bobalf, but ho could take 
no action until Monday. 

Mr. Walling is a wealthy socialist. 
Ho Is a grandson of the late William 
H. English, who was vico presidential 
candidate In 1SS0, when Gen. Hancock 
ran for the American presidency. For 
several years paBt Mr. Walling has 
taken an active Interest in the Rus- 
sian struggle, and this is the third 
tlmo ho has visited Russia, 

The Finns with whom tho Waitings 
have been associated also wero ar- 
rested. 

Tho three Americans wero sepa- 
rated. Mr. Walling was sent to tho 
dotcutlon prison, his wife to the wom- 
an's prison and Miss Strun sky, who 
apparently Is regarded as tho most 
Import nnt captive, to the new Jail re- 
cently built for' tho famous third sec- 
tion, or the secret police. 

Mr. Walllug is 30 years old. Ho Is 
a son of Dr. Wllloughby Walling, of 
Chicago, formerly United States con- 
sul at Edinburgh. Ho Is a graduate 
of the University of Chicago. He in- 
herited considerable fortune from tho 
estate of his grandfather, William 11. 
English, of IndianapollB, Intl., and 
after working among tbo poor of Chi- 
cago and Now York city', ho associat- 
ed himself with the university set- 
tlement at Rlvlngton and Eldrldgo 
streets. He lived thore for two years 
and was an Intimate associate of J. G. 
Phelps Stokes and Robert Hunter. At 
ono time ho wus a stale factory In- 
spector.
